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Passionists agree to discuss fate of Sierra Madre monastery 


V. Rev. Clemente Barron, Mater Dolorosa 
Superior, at Tuesday evening’s City Council meeting 
agreed to allowing time voluntarily for discussion be¬ 
tween the Passionists and Sierra Madre Cultural Heri¬ 
tage Commission, concerning the future of the mon¬ 
astery. 

The time allowed? Thirty days. 

Barron’s remarks had toned down considerably 
from his reactions to the commission nearly a month 
ago when he explained to Sierra Madreans through 
the commission that the Passionists had no plans for 
the monastery other than razing it. 

The council Tuesday evening also refused its be¬ 
ing placed on a Historical Cultural Landmark Regis¬ 
ter which includes 62 other structures in Sierra Madre, 
reflecting such places as the Pinney House, Old City 
Hall, the Pegler house, Richardson house, to name 
just a few. 

Placing the monastery on the register would de¬ 
lay the possibility of demolition for a period of 180 
days. After Tuesday night, that is not in the cards. 

When asked by Mayor Gary Adams if the monas¬ 
tery razing committee would wait 60 days, Barron 
said, “I’d be reluctant to wait 60 days. We’ve gone 
for a year.’’

Those who have hazardous household waste 
are urged to bring those things to this free pick¬ 
up. Those items include cleaning solvents, paints, 
pool chemicals, herbicides, insecticides and 
motor oil. 

Of course, it is illegal to dispose of these 
products in any other way than a specific waste 
roundup such as these.

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He replied to the Mayor that there are no other 
uses that would be agreed to by the Providence Coun¬ 
cil since the building is so close to the retreat house... 
“Our major commitment now is a mission in India.

Several area people beseeched the monastery 
committee not to raze the building and instead to 
find another use. 

Bill Ellinger, restoration architect, said the term 
“historical cultural landmark” designates it as one of 
those rare buildings that meets the criterion of land¬ 
mark. “I hope it will always be there...Demolition 
is forever...We would volunteer our services to sort 
out all possibilities.” 

“Impassioned plea” describes exactly how Phyllis 
Chapman talked with Barron and his committee. 
“The building (monastery) is at least 50 years old hav¬ 
ing been built in 1931 and dedicated a year later. It 
was constructed by a former mayor, William J. Schiltz 
who also built St. Rita’s Church. Brother Joe Stadt- 
feld built the 14 stations. The monastery was built at 
the height of the depression and served as employment 
for Sierra Madreans. During World War II, in 1943, 
the building was used as a U.S. Army Recuperation 
Hospital. It is one of the ultimate landmarks of Sierra 
Madre and can be seen from four freeways. It was de¬ 
signed by a priest. Father Edmund Walsh, and can be 
retrofitted at a much less cost, making it a stonger 
building... 1 know it’s unsafe at the present time but so 
is the San Gabriel Mission which is being readied for ' 
restoration. The mission is 151 years old, a building 
that is much more rudimentary than the monastery. I 
realize that Father Michael Joseph Stengel in Chicago 
is the ultimate authority who makes the decision to raze, 
but if we were given $10 million, would you accept it? 
Why don’t we send a letter to Stengel expressing our 
serious concern...The monastery brings dignity and 
strength to Sierra Madre.” 

Gloria McCord who has lived whith her family 
adjacent to the monastery for 21 years said she “can’t 
imagine a day without the monastery. I feel very 
passionate about it. Religion works in wondrous ways - 
there is religion in nature, buildings, works of art - 
I’d help raise money, sit in meetings. We need a little 
bit of lime to be creative.” 

Gertrude Daniels, a Catholic, explained that she 
actually attended the dedication of the monastery, 
and Margaret Buckner said, “To me it’s a very senti¬ 
mental thing, a beacon.” 

Walter Gage offered his services and said, “The 
treasures of Sierra Madre are really many of the 
small individual groups. I believe the Passionist 
Fathers fit with these private groups. It is not just 
stone and brick...I hope and wish there were some

way the City Council and Cultural Heritage could 
travel to Chicago and talk with Stengel so he could 
understand our thoughts and feelings.” 

Tim Johnson noted, “It’s human nature not to 
appreciate something until it’s gone. (I'he mona.stery) 
is a beautiful building, setting, credible part of the 
city.” John Galbraith, an architect who has been 
through the monastery said, “It’s astonishing how 
well it was built. It has a substantial foundation. 
Even the bell tower has a concrete slab immediately 
under it.” 

Mike Kinney observed, “We need a powerhouse 
team to get us in action. The Passionists are known 
for lack of asking for community help. The time is 
now.” 

Dennis Kraus of Lehigh Engineering and Con¬ 
struction, estimated that it would take $600,000 to 
upgrade the monastery, and Judy Webb-Martin, chair 
of the Cultural Heritage Commission, read letters 


from others who were not able to attend the meeting: 
Joyce Serifian, Helen Walker and Jim Little. 

Susan Taylor Colby said, “Historical preservation 
starts at home. No one else is going to take responsi¬ 
bility for the protection of our own unique community 
assets...! encourage each of you to take an interest 
and support the preservation of our rich cultural link 
with the past.” 

Barron spoke, “I come here to speak against the 
proposal to place the monastery as a cultural land¬ 
mark because of safety, cost and its future...We rev¬ 
erence historically significant buildings,” and he 
pointed to the headquarters in Rome where a 1st cen¬ 
tury A.D. building stands. 

“The monastery is unsafe. It is not possible to 
try to develop alternate projects...It would cost about 
$25 to $50 per square foot to retrofit it and there 
are 45,000 square feet in the structure...(alternative

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Benefits of quitting 
smoking greater 
than pleasure 

The News editorial staff has always 
been an advocate for quitting smoking. 
A recent piece that crossed our desk named 
three reasons for quitting the habit: For 
your health, for your wallet and for your 
family. 

Let’s examine all three. 

If you stop smoking immediately, 
your circulation will improve, your lungs 
will start to repair themselves and you’ll 
breathe easier. Your risk of a heart at¬ 
tack drops to that of someone who has 
never smoked, after you have been off 
cigarettes for a year. Your risk of a stroke 
will also be lower. Smoking-related ill¬ 
ness drops shortly after quitting and con¬ 
tinues to drop a decade and more. You 
will live longer. 

Quitting also costs much less. If 
you smoke a pack a day and your brand 
costs about $1.75, you can save $639 a 
year by quitting. That is more than 
enough for a roundtrip plane ticket any¬ 
where in the country. If you smoke at 
least two packs a day, you’ll save nearly 
$1300 a year. That’s big bucks. 

You hurt more than yourself if you 
smoke. You also hurt the people who 
love you. Spouses of smokers are more 
prone to emphysema, lung cancer and 
other health problems. 

My mother died of lung and breast 
cancer and she never smoked in her life; 
however, my father smoked until becom¬ 
ing tragically ill after contracting em¬ 
physema. 

Why teach children unhealthy habits? 
Look at the big picture. Ex-smokers ad¬ 
mit to feeling better, are calmer and more 
in control. 

It’s never too late to stop smoking.

Carrot Top revisited...

All of my life 1 have been taught that it is 
the smaller things of life combined together that 
make the big ones in the end. In point, pennies 
saved become nickels and nickels become dimes 
and so on and so forth. Is it any wonder then 
when I tell you the savings of one sheet of toilet 
paper can become a carload? 

It was back many years ago when I worked 
for a major department store doing a total of 
SS2 million in business each year, that the presi¬ 
dent of the company came walking into my of¬ 
fice and brazenly announced, “Do you know 
that this institution used 90 rolls of toilet tissue 
a day?” Now I was the purchasing agent for 
this store and knew we used a lot of toilet tissue. 
I also knew that the president was a man who 
did not like letting anything go that did not reap 
a profit. Oh! He was a tough customer to work 
for. Anyway, he told me that he was going to 
prove that we were losing a lot of money on the 
unnecessary use of toilet tissue and he was about 
to up and prove it. 

The store was a full city block square with 
two warehouses. The store, 14 stories high and 
the warehouses, S stories and 8 stores and all to¬ 
gether, had a total of 3119 employees. Each 
floor of each building had two restrooms, one 
for ladies and one for gents, each restroom hav¬ 
ing a total of six toilets, each toilet, one roll of 
tissue, so there we have 54 toilets with 54 hang¬ 
ing rolls, when fully loaded. 

Now the store had an annual volume of 
business of $52 million and had a consistent 
customer count of 20,000 daily average. These 
rolls of paper were housed in a small metal 
box with screws on each end of the roll to hold 
them in place, and it was estimated that three- 


fourths of the customers used the restrooms 
once a day and that the employees participated 
two, and sometimes three, times a day. Statis¬ 
tics showed that the system was using 90 rolls of 
paper a day and that each customer was averaging 
out five sheets per trip. The store was open 305 
days a year, hence they used 27,450,000 sheets 
of toilet tissue a year. Now we have the stage 
set for the final play. 

Every morning, this president visited each 
restroom and proceeded to tighten the screws 
at the ends of the rolls. Tissue, being easy to rip 
off, with added pressure, would sometimes come 
away with three sheets. Of course, the customer 
could try the second time, but it was proven that 
they disgustedly stopped at the first yank. 

The president worked this project for thr.ee 
months. At the end of that time it was found 
that he had saved the institution a total of 1170 
rolls of paper and at a cost of four cents per roll 
came to $46.80. Quite a savings when compared 
to a president’s salary, but the findings were 
well advertised throughout the employees and it 
was the basis for an educational program of 
cost savings. That was 40 years ago this year. 
Wouldn’t it be something to know just what that 
savings has been over that length of time? 

On one occasion I held a piece of the tissue 
up to the light to look through...My Gad! It’s a 
wonder that the store was never sued attempting 
“graft.” The wood chunks and fiber was so 
noticable, it is no wonder that after going home 
at night I felt as though I had been sitting on a 
2 X 4 all day. 

I often wondered where that president got 
the idea about toilet tissue....

My father-in-law said that he can predict 
what I’m going to write about by where I’ve 
been the week before. To a degree he’s right... 
not always...but sometimes. I’ve been to Arizona 
for a few days. Why? And especially WHY IN 
JULY? I’m dumb. 

Kim and I take vacations in this country (if 
you think I’ve slipped in a little commentary by 
that statement, you’re right!) and it seems 1 love 
all the places we visit. First it was Arizona for 
nearly a month, then Oregon, and most recently, 
Utah. These places are slices of the American 
pie! It’s not unusual then to feel an urge to want 
to move and live there...especially when you 
realize what you could get for your home here 
and what you get there. It’s not that easy. 

First, we tend to visit these places in the

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Shollenberger answers 
conflict of interest charge 


At Tuesday evening’s 
City Council meeting. 
Councilman George 
Maurer posed the possi¬ 
bility of a conflict of in¬ 
terest concerning Herb 
Shollenberger’s taxi ser¬ 
vice being part of the 
transportation program 
of Sierra Madre. 

Shollenberger’s wife, 
Nancy Sue, is city clerk. 

Maurer said he had 
asked City Attorney 
Charles Martin if the “con¬ 
flict of interest’’ clause 
in the transportation 
proposal applied and Mar¬ 
tin had answered, “Mar¬ 


ginal.’’ Maurer said he 
thought the question 
should be posed to the 
Fair Political Practices 
Commission before any 
decisions concerning the 
transportation programs 
are made. 

Before the council Tues¬ 
day were the suggestions 
of what the city should 
retain for transportation. 
City Administrator Jim 
McRea suggested retain¬ 
ing Dial-A-Ride which 
operates curb-to-curb 
service throughout Sierra 
Madre and to a two-mile 
radius outside the cor- 




porate limits. Proptiscd 
funding level would be 
$60,000 and reduced hours 
would be from 8 a.m. to 
6 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, and 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m., Saturday.

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Perot volunteers 
still in shock 


Newest City Councilman enjoys job

Fred Gonzalez, Sierra 
Madre resident, along with 
his wife Louise, made a 
decision to help their 
country by backing United 
States Presidential Can¬ 
didate extraordinaire, 
Ross Perot. 

Fred Gonzalez was head 
of the Sierra Madre Ross 
Perot petition drive, re¬ 
cruiting 18 volunteers in 
his group. 

One night watching the 
Larry King Live show, 
Perot had announced his 
plans, ideas and the fact 
that he would run for 
President. Along with 
many other viewers, Gon¬ 
zalez dialed the 800 num¬ 
ber that was flashed on 
the screen, in hopes for a 
brighter tomorrow, and 
was immediately put in 
active service for the Perot 
campaign. 

“That 800 number was 
the busiest in history,” 
Gonzalez said. “It was 
the simple fact that people 
realized the change and 
order Perot could bring.” 

One-third of the volun¬ 
teers are Republicans, dis¬ 
satisfied with Bush’s ac¬ 
tions; one-third have 
never been involved with 
politics; and the other 
third are Democrats who 


support Perot. 

Perot campaigners had 
a high volume of requests 
for Perot stickers, but¬ 
tons, flags, etc. With the 
Perot petitioners getting 
more than the expected 
amount of signatures, they 
found they got most of 
their ‘John Hancocks’ at 
the unemployment office. 

Gonzalez’s overall re¬ 
action to Perot’s dropping 
out was total shock. "I 
feel that too much pressure 
was put on Perot, along 
with possible threats to 
him, and/or his family.” 

As many people have 
probably heard, Perot is 
being sued by a few of his 
volunteers to “jump back 
in the race. It’s quite fool¬ 
ish, Gonzalez said. It’s a 
dead issue; Perot will not 
comeback.” 

Like with most volun¬ 
teers, Gonzalez is voting 
for Clinton in the Novem¬ 
ber election. He feels it 
would be “disastrous” if 
Bush were re-elected. 

Gonzalez, along with 
many other volunteers, 
are still pulling together 
to live up to Perot’s goals 
of a better government. 
They still have meetings, 
and had a picnic in Arca¬ 
dia Park on July 18, with 
about 30 volunteers.

Take me out to the ballgame

The origin of baseball is lost in the mists of 
time, but there is evidence that a game very simi¬ 
lar and bearing the same name was played at least 
100 years before Abner Doubleday became the 
father of the game we know today. 


In 1747 a certain Lady Kersey wrote that 
the then Prince of Wales “played baseball with 
some friends and acquaintances.” In that same 
year a picturebook for children was published 
and one of the illustrations was of a diamond¬ 
shaped playing field with posts set in the ground 
for bases. In some parts of England it was called 
baseball, in a few places it was called “rounders.” 
Of course, the Russians claim they invented both 
“beizbal” and “futbol,” but these claims should 
be taken with a large bowl of cold borsch. 

Whatever the origin, the great pastime of 
America is also a multi-billion dollar business 
and a national mania as well. Boys and girls of 
all ages play the game, a great many of them 
with hopes that they can someday make it to the 
big time. Toddlers graduate from three-cornered 
pants to baseball pants, along with numbered 
shirts, caps, shoes, balls, bats, mitts, masks, 
chest protectors, umpires, coaches, managers 
and cheering parents. 

There is a good reason to want to make it 
to the top. The average baseball player today 
gets $1 million, some less, others a great deal 




more. One of the pitchers of the Boston Red 
Sox gets $5 million per year. As he is a starting 
pitcher, he will stroll out to the mound no more 
than 40 times in the season. This amounts to 
$125,000 per game, and if he lasts the entire 
game he will be out there approximately 90 min¬ 
utes, at about $1400 per minute. Not bad, not 
bad at all. With those wages he can afford cheese 
on his hamburgers and maybe a dollop of ketchup 
as well. 

It is the prerogative as well as the inevitable 
urge of the aged to make comparisons, so here 
is how it was eons ago when I was a kid on the 
banks of the Mississippi River in Illinois. My 
first baseball was made of twine string wound 
around a hard wad of paper. One of our neigh¬ 
bors was an old lady who wove rag rugs and 
seemed to always have a supply of short lengths 
of red and green string. She gave these to me, 
and my youngest brother and I knotted them to¬ 
gether into one long string and wrapped it around 
the wad of paper. When the ball was about the 
size of the regular baseball we borrowed one of 
Mamma’s darning needles and stitched any loose 
ends in place. It was a poor imitation of the real 
thing, but it was sufficient to play “One Old 
Cat,” consisting of a pitcher, catcher and batter. 
Not much as real baseball goes, but it did give 
us rudimentary training. Of course, if the ball 
got whacked while wet, it was permanently flat¬ 
tened on one side, so we simply made a new ball. 


By the time I was in my early teens there were 
enough boys in my neighborhood to form at 
least a semblance of a team. We had no uniforms, 
not all of us had gloves, but we did manage to 
have a regular baseball and a “Louisville Slug¬ 
ger” bat. Sometimes we had to make do with 
only two infielders and the same number of out¬ 
fielders. 


We usually played on a bluegrass pasture 
in the east edge of town. We marked the bases 
with pieces of gunnysack pegged to the ground 
and stepped off the diamond as well as we could. 
It was a good place to play, but there was one 
ever-present problem...the pasture was ordinari¬ 
ly occupied by cows, and when the outfielder 
looked up while chasing a flybali, there were cer¬ 
tain hazards, compounded when the fielder was 
barefooted, and he usually was. 


Down near the river was another team of 
boys our age, and they were the better outfit. 
They had brothers and uncles on the town team, 
and a very good team it was, so they had some 
good training. Also, they had a pitcher by the 
name of Mack Kile, a “river rat” who lived in a 
houseboat on Shanty Boat Row. 


He and I were good friends, but when I 
stepped up to the plate, friendship went out the 
window. He put a fast ball right under my chin, 
and backed me so far off the plate I needed a 


wagon tongue for a bat. 

One afternoon when I was the catcher, with 
no face mask or chest protector, I took a foul 
tip right on the breastbone. It almost knocked 
me down and I dread to think what it would 
have done had I received it in my face. We won 
the gtune, and afterwards there were some argu¬ 
ments that led to fistfights. As I recall, there 
was even a dogfight, which only proves that 
sometimes dogs are as stupid as humans. 

I showed up at the supper table with a black 
eye. My father was disgusted, my mother hor¬ 
rified and my older brothers derisive. The humil¬ 
iation was so great 1 never mentioned my aching 
chest. 

Then, as now, we had our baseball heroes. 
Among the early ones were “Smokey Joe” Wood, 
fireball pitcher for the Boston Red Sox, Christy 
Mathewson of the Giants, with his famous “fade¬ 
away” curve. There was the great Walter John¬ 
son and Ed Walsh and many others. 

In the second decade of the century a young 
man pitched and won three games in one World 
Series. His name was Babe Ruth. 

The game is far different than that of 75 or 
80 years ago. One aspect is very different. When 
I watch an outfielder chasing a flybali over an 
immaculate green lawn or a super-perfect arti¬ 
ficial turf, 1 say to myself, “Lucky guy. He is 
getting paid $1 million and he doesn’t have to 
worry about playing on the same field with cows.”

Answer: Most of the time that a dog “scoots" their rear 
along the ground it is due to an anal sac problem and not 
parasites. Dogs have anal sacs for marking territory and 
for fear confrontations. Often times the anal sacs will 
become overly full and difficult to relieve causing an un¬ 
comfortable sensation. The scooting activity is an attempt 
to apply pressure to the area in order to release the glan¬ 
dular material. Anal glands can become impacted, in¬ 
fected, abscessed etc. Your veterinarian will usually in¬ 
spect the area on an a general exam. If your pet is con¬ 
tinually scooting, then you should see your veterinarian in 
order to determine the cause of the anal sac problem. Ear¬ 
ly treatment can avoid some significant problems that can 
occur with the anal sacs.

We must remember 
that our journey will be 
completed not in a place 
but in a destiny.

Christians stake a 
great deal on the promise 
of Jesus, who said, “I go 
now to prepare a place 
for you. And I will come 
again and take you unto 
myself, so that where 1 
am, you may be also.” 

Having a destination 
confirmed can make it 
much easier to take the 
trip. It is really a matter 
of hope and confidence 
in the future whieh be¬ 
longs to God. It has been 
rightly said that those 
who are most afraid to 
die are also those most 
afraid to live. Standing 
on the promises of God, 
we are able to live our 
days bravely, as people 
who have made their 
peace with God and are 
prepared to die, and when 
death comes, to go forth 
to live with Jesus eternally.

Racial unity is such an 
important concept to 
Americans everywhere, 
that the Baha’is of Sierra 
Madre would like to ask 
the editor to publish the 
entire text here in our local 
paper. 

The following is the 
entire open letter that ap¬ 
peared in The Los An¬ 
geles Times and The New 
York Times: 

To the President of the 
United States: 

A Call to Eliminate Racism 
Dear Mr. President: 

No American can look 
with indifference upon 
the tragedy relentlessly 
unfolding in our cities. 
Its causes lie beyond a 
particular verdict or a 
particular act of oppres¬ 
sion. The fires and deaths 
in Los Angeles are only 
symptoms of an old con¬ 
genital disease eating at 
the vitals of American 
society, a disease that has 
plagued our country ever 
since slaves were brought 
from Africa to these shores 
by their early settlers. 

The Abolitionist move¬ 
ment, the Civil War, the 
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Reconstmction, the various 
legislative acts dealing 
with civil rights, are so 
many milestones on the 
path of progress, but they 
have fallen far short of 
society’s needs and have 
not eliminated the in¬ 
grained racism that blights 
our existence as a nation. 
America’s history is a his¬ 
tory of advance and re¬ 
treat, efforts toward im¬ 
provement and the aban¬ 
donment of such efforts 
before they had borne 
fruit. 

The solution to the 
problem of racism is not 
simple. Its material re¬ 
quirements are well known. 
They include the provision 
of economic security and 
elimination of poverty, 
the education of the young 
and care of the old. But 
the spiritual requirements 
have been persistently 
neglected. America has 
not done enough to dem¬ 
onstrate her commitment 
to the equality and the 
unity of races, to the 
dignity of all human beings 
whatever their color, and 
to the moral imperative 
of extending love and 
respect to the entire hu¬ 
man family. 

Ever since its inception 
a century ago the Amer¬ 
ican Baha’i community, 
inspired by the teachings 
of Baha’u’llah has made 
the elimination of racism

Central Coast treasures found 
in the back country 


A goodly portion of 
the colorful and historic 
Central Coast of Cali- 
fa-nia can be found along 
the byways of its back 
country. 

On our latest visit to 
the area we had sampled 
a number of the almost 
unending festivals and 
celebrations along the 
coast in San Luis Obis¬ 
po, Atascadero, Shell 
Beach, Morro Bay, Cam¬ 
bria and Pismo Beach. 

We stayed at the San 
Luis Bay Inn, overlook¬ 
ing the water and sam¬ 
pled such exotic cuisine 
as wild boar, venison, 
quail and chilled wild 
blueberry soup, all of 
which was delectable. 

A loop trip from Santa 
Maria, over 176, down 
Foxen Canyon and 154, 
returning via 246 to High¬ 
way 1, brought lunch at 
the historic Mattei’s Tavern, 
dating back to 1886 and 
replete with colorful tales 
of lynch mobs and such 
desperados as Joaquin 



Murrietta and the Daul- 
ton Brothers. The black 
bean chili was a worthy 
heritage. 

Wine tasting along the 
way includes the Sisquoc 
and Zacca Mesa wineries, 
tucked among the golden 
oak-studded hills and sun¬ 
drenched vineyards. 

Los Olivos, noted as 
an artists’ colony, was 
preparing for its 100th 
anniversary. Quaint build¬ 
ings gave an Old West 
atmosphere to the small 
town. 

Some 20 miles to the 
east, past Lake Cachuma, 
is another historic eatery 
which also serves a black 
bean dish - Cold Spring 
Tavern on Stagecoach 
Road. It was one of the 
original early day cabin 
resorts in the area, nestled 
in a sylvan canyon. 

We revisited Danish 
Solvang and Buellton, of 
split-pea fame, and stopped 
again at La Purisima 
Conception Mission, the 
“Hidden Gem of the 
Missions.” 

No devotee of Califor¬ 
nia history should miss La 


Purisima, the most com¬ 
pletely restored of all the 
missions, with beautiful, 
expansive buildings, re¬ 
built and furnished as 
they were nearly two cen¬ 
turies ago. 

As we drove north on 
Route 1, we stopped for 
olive tasting at the Chase 
Olive Company, a favorite 
stop, and then returned 
once more to one of our 
best-loved haunts, Morro 
Bay, as we do each time 
we’re in the area. 

We paid our respects 
to the Shell Shop in Morro 


Bay which has one of the 
largest selections of sea 
treasures anywhere. After 
fish and chips at one of 
the bayside eateries where 
pelicans and seagulls eyed 
us from the pilings, several 
bags of salt water taffy 
came away with us. 


We savored the brisk 
sea air, thinking of the 
overheated Los Angeles 
Basin we had left behind 
us for our brief sojourn 
and respite.

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O’Grady one of few World Wilson Junior High 50th reunion 

War I veterans in Sierra Madre was a day to remember

Alice O Grady is a famous Sierra Madrean. She 
is also one of the few living World War 1 veterans, 
and is a life member of the local VFW post, the men’s 
division. 

Born in 1896. and raised in Michigan City. Ind.. 
O’Grady, a World War I nurse, now resides here in 
Sierra Madre. 

After graduating from Saint Vincent’s Hospital 
in 1916, Alice Kennedy studied to be a nurse, like her 
older sister Margret Kennedy. After three years of ex¬ 
tensive training, she had enlisted in the army to be¬ 
come a nurse. While waiting in Florida for her or¬ 
ders, she was told that she would sail to New York for 
further information. When she arrived in New York, 
she was later stationed in France in 1918. 

After two years, of nursing, O’Grady had con¬ 
tracted tuberculosis and was discharged in early 1920. 
She was hospitalized right out of Chicago, where she 
met her husband, John O’Grady. 

Like Alice, John too, a soldier of war, was diag¬ 
nosed with tuberculosis. Approximately six months 
after they met, they married in 1920 and moved to 
Demmings, N.M. to reside in a dry climate, due to 
their health conditions. 

While in New Mexico, John and Alice had two 
children, Julia and John. Alice’s father, Thomas 
Kennedy, asked that his grandchildren not be raised 
in the desert. Therefore, after three years of living 
in New Mexico, they moved to San Bernardino, 
where they had their third child. Tommy. 

In 1930, John O’Grady later found a house for 
rent in a peaceful area. Sierra Madre. They stayed, 
renting the house for five years. In 1935, they had 
bought the same house for $2000. 

After 50 years of marriage, in 1970, John O’ 
Grady died. 

Alice O’Grady now lives with Katie Mendez, a 
live-in aide, her dog, Jacque, and her cat, Neda. 

O’Grady, now 96 years of age, walks twice a 
day with Mendez and her two pets. O’Grady tends 
to her garden, and proudly admits owning 49 rose 
bushes. 

Although she is quite active, she is not able to 
go to church, so Father Cokus visits her every Thurs¬ 
day. She is often visited by her friends and children. 

When asked what her worst memory of war was, 
she replied, “getting the soldiers a day after they 
were wounded’’; and her best memory, “I liked the 
whole thing.”

And so, after 30 days, if no alternatives have 
been found, Barron and the committee will be able to 
apply for a razing permit.

funding is set at $45,000. 

The excursion service, 
Dial-A-Ride buses which 
are used for recreation 
services, senior citizens, 
etc. has a proposed fund¬ 
ing of $15,000. 

The F.A.C.S. system 
goes anywhere within a five- 
mile radius from point of 
pickup or as far as a 10- 
mile radius for medical 
appointments. Funding 
level is $1500. 

McRea also suggested 
three more programs to 
be facilitated using Prop¬ 
osition C funds: bus stop

Actual prop C funds equal

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Council recap 

Peafowl control plan includes 
relocation, egg bounty elements 


A peafowl population 
control program, which 
includes relocation and 
egg bounty elements, was 
presented to the Arcadia 
City Council last week, 
and the council asked staff 
to come up with a final 
plan for consideration at 
a future meeting. 

The relocation element 
proposes a community¬ 


wide effort to humanely 
trap the birds and, through 
cooperation with animal 
control, safely relocate 
the birds. 

The second means of 
thinning and controlling 
the peafowl population 
is to limit the number of 
eggs that complete the in¬ 
cubation process by offer¬ 
ing a bounty for the first 


100 eggs turned into the 
city on egg bounty day. 

Mayor George Fasching 
said that he doesn’t want 
to cause a problem with 
kids going into yards look¬ 
ing for eggs so that they 
can collect the bounty. 
He said, “I’m not in favor 
of bounty on eggs.’’

Residents seek sound wall solutions, 
council studies funding alternatives 


Alternative means of 
funding freeway sound- 
wall construction were 
aired at a meeting of the 
Arcadia City Council last 
week Tuesday. 

Suggestions varied from 
establishing assessment 
districts to having the city 
fund the entire project, 
which is estimated to be 
approximately $9.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

Bob Caldwell, who re¬ 
ported that for the last nine 
years he has been involved 
in the pursuit of sound- 
walls for Arcadia, said 
that he objects to a Special 
Assessment District be¬ 
cause 33 percent of the 
annual payment goes to 
assessment district inci¬ 
dental costs, engineering, 
legal and administrative 
costs. 

In a report from James 
Dale, city finance director, 
it was pointed out that the 
cost to the property own¬ 
ers who live near the free¬ 
way may be more than 
any future appreciation 
of property values result¬ 
ing from such improve¬ 
ments. 

Caldwell agreed with 
the suggestion that the 
city pay the entire amount, 
noting that it is possible 


that the city could be re¬ 
imbursed for construction 
cost at some future date. 

Actually the soundwall 
on the south side of the 
freeway from Michillinda 
to Baldwin is currently 
under construction and is 
being paid for by the state. 
In addition, CalTrans 
has approved two more 
soundwall projects in 
Arcadia but has not funded 
the projects to date. Those 
qualified areas are Don 
Pablo on Baldwin and 
Second to Fifth. 

Over 40 residents went 
to the soundwall study 
session, with several 
others airing their feelings. 
One said that property 
owners were taking a loss, 
even with the wall their 
property values have gone 
down because of the free¬ 
way. The speaker said 
that everyone should pay 
for the soundwall because 
everyone uses the free¬ 
way. Another speaker 
said the city of Arcadia 
has “got to do some¬ 
thing,’’ not the residents. 

Mayor George Fasching 
said that he tends to think 
that this is a city problem, 
not just the responsibility ' 
of those who live near the 
freeway. 


Another speaker pointed 
out that a previous city 
council allowed the con¬ 
struction of the freeway, 
which could have been 
held up for the building 
of soundwalls. Council¬ 
man Robert Margett re¬ 
minded the council that 
the city made a $300,000 
commitment to building 
soundwalls 12 years ago. 
He suggested that the 
city seek creative financ¬ 
ing and maybe borrow 
money, noting that “debt 
is not a bad word.” 

Council Robert Harbicht 
said that he wants sound- 
walls, but “It’s not going 
to turn those areas into 
Gardens of Eden.” 

Caldwell said after the 
meeting, “If we don’t get 
it (soundwalls) this year, 
we’ll never get it. I feel 
the chemistry is right for 
us to get walls because 
the new council is moti¬ 
vated to bringing relief 
from the noise of the 210 
freeway.” 

Fasching concluded that 
the council would seek 
funding prior to making 
any commitment and that 
it would look at the situa¬ 
tion in the “next couple 
of months, not the next 
couple of years.”
